VHE Refident of the Elector of Ba- 
varia is gone from hence, accord- 
ing to the Orders that were given 
him. On the 1oth the Imperial 
Avocatoria, which were publiih’d 

a Month ago at Ratisbon, were publifh’d in 
this City, by which all that are in the Troops 
ofthe Elector of Bavaria are order’d to quit 
his Service, on the Penalty of forfeiting their 
Eftates, Honours and Dignities. The Count 
de la Tour Taxis only has yielded Obedience 
to thefe Orders. The Elector of Bavaria’s 
Troops are difpos’d into Winter-Quarters in 
Swabia, where they have felt no Difturbance 
but from one Regiment of Huffars com- 
manded by General Palfi; with whom, fince 
the Attack of the {mall Town of Werting, 
they have had the following Skirmifh: Gene- 
ral Palfi was encamp’d with his Huffars 7oo 
in number near Minzengen a little Town 


belonging to the Duke of Wirtenberg, on © 


the North of the Danube, and 4’ Leagues 
from Ehingen ; from whence the Ejector of 
Bavaria one Major Wolfframbfdorf with a 
Detachment of Horfe and Foot to go on the 
29th Ul:.after midnight,to fall upon thofe 700 
Huffars. Major Woiftrambfdorf furpriz’d them, 
and immediately put them to the Rout. Some 
fled into the Country, and others threw them- 
felves into Minzingen and made fait the 
Gates; but tht Bavarians broke into the 
Town notwithitanding the vigorous Refift- 
ance of the Huifars. On this occafion 30 
Huflars were kill’d,1s wounded,and 61 taken, 
with 110 Horfes, feveral Mules, and great 
part of the Bageage and Servants of General 
Paifi, who’tis likely would have been taken 
himfelf, had he net gone out of his Camp 
upon a Party three hours before the Action. 
Atthe fame time a Bavarian Lieutenant of 
the Regiment of Tatcembach was retaken, 
with feveral Soldiers, and fome Horfes, with 
no more lofs than of two Soldiers kili’d 
and one wounded. All the Troops that re- 
main in the Hereditary Countries, are or- 
ded towards the Frontiers of Bohemia and 
Autiia; and the Recruits‘for Italy are like- 
wife {ent in Waggons towards the Frontiers of 
Bavaria, where Arms will be given them, and 
where they are to remain till further Order. 
"Tis faid there will be 8000 Tolpatzes, or 
Hungarian Foot, {ent to Prince Eugene.

Vienna, Nov. 22. General Solari is order'd 
to move out of the Trentin with the Gar- 
rifon which came with him from Guaitalla, 
towards the Frontiers of the Upper Auttria.
